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Th^ airfield located southeast of ilor 0 5choen near ^heb (Kger) (N 5l/P 37) 
was observed between November 1950 and August 1952 at the field itself and 
irom an observation tower, about four kilometers from the field. In 1950 
and 19^1, the airfield was occasionally used by the PS battalion^s training 
grounds. The partially damaged airfield had two concreted areas arranged at 
an angle^of % degrees. At the east-west strip* there several destroyed 

stone buildings which, partially repaired and provided with doors, were 
allegedly used to store aircraft or spare parts of the Aero Club. In 1952 
the field was off limits to the members of the Chob Aero Club. I n the fall 
of 1951, repair to the concreted areas from bombing damages was be ,T un 0 7he 
concreted ai’eas were reconditioned by 1952. A long brick building "at the 
northern side of the" concreted area was also repaired during the fall of 1951. 

In August 1952, civilian construction laborers were still working at the field* 

The north-south concrete strip, a runway, in the eastern portion" of the field 
was about 1,500 meters long and 60 to. 70 meters wide* It was undamaged and 
had covered drainage ditches at either side. In 1951, a snail brick" building, 

J g 2 meters, which had a wooden roof .with red and viiite stripes, was com- 
pioted west of the runway. A wooden mast with a wind cone was seen near this 
building o in laoe 1951, a big car with red and white squares- similar to a 
moving van, arrived at the field* 2 

In about early Vay 1952, two jet aircraft, apparently flam by Czech pilots, 
landed at the field and were parked on the southern part of the runway. They 
were about seven meters Ions and had straight wings. Lumbers or letters were 
painted on the underside of the wings. Czech national emblems were seen 
on the ruaaer assembly only * 3 These aircraft were frequently observed flying 
a ' ji, tije oord ® r ».
